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DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "adjustable rest 
that moves with six degrees of freedom" and the "adjustable rest further including a 
viewer restraint" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(4) 
because: 

a. Reference characters "11" and "13" have both been used to designate 
"translation stages". If elements 11 and 13 represent a different translation stage, 
then the applicant is respectfully requested to make said clarification. 

b. Reference characters "42" and "44" have both been used to designate 
"eye position". It is not clear if elements 42 and 44 are the eye position for the left 
and/or right eye. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance.

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Agostinelli et al. (US Patent Number 6,511,182 B1) shows an autostereoscopic 
optical apparatus using scanned linear image source. 

Cobb et al. (US Patent Number 6,522,474 B2) discloses a head-mounted optical 
apparatus for stereoscopic display.
